THE EDUCATIONAL CLAUSES. 


In regard to ‘the “educational 
clauses of the Bill, I do not know 
whether I dare venture on a subject 
which has been so thoroughly thresh- 
gat by so many legal gentlemen in 
the House already, But at the same 
time the laws are not all made by 
the lawyers, and they are not all 
administered for the lawyers, It is 
the people at large who suffer from 
the laws, if they are wrong, 2nd it 
is not any harm for one of the or- 
dinary citizens of the country to at- 
tempt to understand them. Now, on 

, this point I differ very radically 

. from some of my friends, Iam not 
a supporter of separate schools be- 
cause I like the principle of separ- 
ate schools. I do not agree with ev- 
erything that was said by our non- 
orabic friend the member for Jaques 
Cartier [Mr. Monk} last night—said 
so ably ana well. 3} am one of those 
who pin their faith nnreservedly, ta 
a system of national schools 2stab- 
lished for the purpose of educating 
the people of ihe country, of im- 
parting to them knowledge in secu- 
lar subjects.

THE NORTH WEST SEPARATE 
/ SCHOOLS ARE NOT CLERICAL 


We do not want anf legislation of 
Ghat kind in the North West Terri- 
tories, or for the North West. ‘Now i 
— rc make myself clear, for T be- 
weve i speak for many people in ‘the 
North West on this sublet, We ~ 
gect to separate schools, not on reli- 
@ious grounds at all, but merely on 
the grounds of efficiency and econ- 
omy. iBut we can see that in the 
North West under present conditions. 
separate schools concucted as they are 
today, do not seriously affect cither 
efficiency oc economy. Therefor we 


do not seriously object to these 
schools as they are today, But what 


we do object- to what we did object 
to in 1891, was the feature embodied 
in this [temedial Ril, thoroughly em- 
bodied and embedded in it, an that 
was the princir:le of absolute clerical 
contro! of schools. That is what we 
do not want, that is what we would 
not submit to. We had that clericai 
control of schools from 1884 to 1891 
and as the ex-Minister of the Interior 
has said today with regard to Man- 
itobs, that system was abused: It 
smay be a wood system in’ theory, it 
May be a good system in practice in 
some cases, but we did rot find it so. 
1 was a member of the legislature 
which changed the conditions of the 
school law of the North West and 
made the schooi strictly national. We 
have separate schools in the North 
West. but we have not a separate 
school system in the North West. we 
a@oncede, and I am glad to say that we 
willingly conrede, to our Roman 
Catholic fellow citizens the right to 
pay their own taxes to their own 
schools, to elect their own ‘trustees, 
to hire teachers of their own faith, 
and to give religious instruction for 
one-half hour each day in their 
schools. 1 believe that is a reasonabic 
provision, and while I cannot say that 
I fully approve of it, still I doapprove 
of it.to this extent, that it satisfies 
the religious convictions of a large 
and important part of tthe population, 
mvhose religious convictions are en- 
titled to the most careful and fullest 
consideration. :

We have an 
efficient school system in the North 
West Territories, a very efficient 
school system. It is a national school 
System, esselitially national, and be- 
cause it is national we do approve of 
it. There is no octasion, there has 
been no occasion and there has been 
no justification in any way, shape or 
manner for the attacks that hay: been 
made upon this subject of separate 
schools as a matter of party polities 
within the last two or three weeks in 
this country. It may be a matter of 
information to the members of this 
House to say that while tthe returns 
show only ten or fifteen separate 
schools in the Territories ,there are, 
{ suppose fifty or possibly a hundred 
Catholic schools. Wherever ‘the 
C:tholic people are in the majority, 
they elect their own trustees, form 
their own schoo) districts, hire % heir 
own teachers and direct what form of 
religion shall be taught in the half 
hour allotted to religion. These are 
public schools; they are not separate 
Schools and yet they are Catholic 
schools. So, that in the North West 
Territories we have the Catholics 
Sharing in the pablic school system 
just the same whether they are separ- 
ate from the original district or 
whether they form the original dis- 
trict: We have a national school 
system. And it is not throttling the 
North West Territories and it is not 
doing an injust ce of any injury to the 
North West Territories to provide for 
a continuation of that system, especi- 
ally if by so Cong you prov.de against 
the possibility of such a condition as 
Was attempted to be thrust upon the 
province of Manitoba not many vears 
ago. 


JUGTICE TO THE WEST. 


In regard to the other provisions 
of this Bill I do not think anything 
need be said. We have received in 
the past at the hands of this Govern- 
ment very fair consideration. Ws 
have received representations im this 
House and in the upper chamber. Ws 
have received reasonable financial 
consideration increasing as our need 
increased, although possibly not fully 
up to the mark of our requirement 
And now that it has seemed good to 
the Government of the day and 
the large majority of the people of 


the country to erect these Mer 
ritories into provinces, it is cer- 
tainly something of which we m 


very well be proud that we enter con- 
federation upon favorable terms. 
We only regret that ‘this particular 
subject should have been the 
sion of such a great amount of whai 
{ may be justified in calling malicious 
misrepresentation for the purpose of 
making party capital.

stances. With this exception they

all know where we each stand on ‘this 
important question; and perhaps 
will be the Inst we will hear in Cana- 
dian national politics of this much 
vexed school question.
